OBSERVATIONS. 


IN  calculating  the  above  Tables,  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  the 
Funds  of  any  Society  adopting  them  are  invested  so  as  to  produce 
3 1  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Full  Pay  to  become  due  to  every  Member  who  is  confined  by 
Sickness  or  Infirmity  to  his  or  her  Bed  or  Bed-chamber,  so  long  as 
he  or  she  shall  continue  unable  to  walk  out  of  the  house,  or  to  perform 
any  work,  or  to  execute  any  employment,  or  to  exercise  in  any  man¬ 
ner  his  or  her  customary  occupation.

*  The  Child  enrolled  at  13  is  supposed  to  come  in  on  his  birth-day,  and  to  make 
One  Year’s  Payment ;  the  Child  enrolled  at  12  is  supposed  to  be  12  and  upwards,  and 
is  also  to  contribute  One  Year’s  Payment;  and  if  enrolled  at  11,  the  Contribution  must 
be  paid  for  Two  Years,  and  so  on.

Half  Pay  to  become  due  to  every  Sick  or  Infirm  Member  who 
is  able  to  walk  out  of  the  house,  or  to  perform  any  work,  or  to  exe¬ 
cute  any  employment,  or  to  exercise  his  or  her  customary  occupa¬ 
tion,  but  not  so  as,  during  any  one  Week,  thereby  to  earn  or  acquire 
any  Sum,  Wages,  Board,  Lodging,  or  other  benefit  whatever,  equal  in 
amount  or  value,  when  taken  together,  to  his  or  her  Weekly  Half  Pay. 

The  Payments  in  case  of  Sickness  to  be  paid  in  full  for  Twenty- 
six  successive  Weeks ;  half  the  amount  for  the  next  Twenty-six  Weeks; 
and  if  the  Sickness  still  continue,  the  Member  should  be  reduced 
to  Quarter  Pay:  and  when  any  Member  has  received  Full  Pay,  or 
Half  Pay,  for  a  less  period  than  Twenty-six  Weeks,  he  should  not  be 
allowed  to  begin  his  Twenty-six  over  again,  on  the  renewal  of  Sickness, 
until  he  shall  have  ceased  to  receive  any  Pay  whatever  on  account  of 
Sickness  for  Twelve  Calendar  Months ;  but  if  he  fall  ill  within  that 
time,  he  should  be  placed  in  the  same  situation  as  when  he  ceased  to 
receive  any  Relief ;  and  should  receive  such  Relief,  and  no  other,  as  he 
would  have  received  had  no  cessation  of  his  Sickness  occurred. 

In  order  to  keep  the  Accounts,  it  is  recommended  that  a  Book  or 
Ledger  should  be  opened,  in  which  one  folio  should  correspond  to  the 
year  in  which  each  Member  of  the  Society  was  born,  so  that  all  who 
are  born  in  the  same  year  may  be  thereby  classed  together.  It  should 
be  kept  in  the  following  Form  : 


At  the  end  of  every  Three  Years  the  foregoing  Ledger  should  be 
cast  up  and  balanced,  by  means  whereof  a  valuation  of  the  then  exist¬ 
ing  Engagements  of  the  Institution,  and  of  the  Assets  in  hand,  and

Payments  expected  by  the  same,  may  be  made  by  some  competent 
person,  according  to  the  Tables  in  force  at  the  time ;  and  the  net  Sum 
in  favour  of  the  Institution  which  may  thereby  appear,  will  constitute 
the  Surplus  Fund. 

The  Surplus  Fund  should  be  applied  towards  defraying  the  neces¬ 
sary  Expenses  of  Management,  Salaries  and  other  incidental  Charges, 
including  Medicine  and  Medical  Attendance,  if  provided  or  ordered 
by  the  Society;  but  the  Society  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
relieve  and  aid  the  Surplus  Fund  by  expending  on  account  of  manage¬ 
ment  such  Sum  of  Money  from  and  out  of  the  Auxiliary  Fund  arising 
from  donations  (if  any)  as  they  may  think  fit ;  but  no  Expense  on 
account  of  management  or  other  casual  charge,  should  ever  be  de¬ 
frayed  from  the  regular  Monthly  Contributions  or  single  Payments 
made  or  to  be  made  by  the  Members  expressly  on  account  of  one  or 
more  of  the  Benefits ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  such  Expense  should  be 
exclusively  defrayed  from  the  Auxiliary  Fund,  Fines,  Admissions  and 
other  casual  Payments,  of  which  a  separate  Account  should  be  kept 
expressly  for  this  purpose ;  or,  if  necessary,  by  an  additional  Monthly 
Contribution  or  separate  assessment  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  Attendance  at  the  Annual  Feast  (if  any)  should  be  voluntary, 
and  the  Expenses  paid  by  those  who  partake  thereof ;  and  there  should 
be  no  compulsory  Payment  of  Monthly  Sums  to  be  spent  in  liquor,  &c. 
Every  Member  should  have  what  Refreshment  he  pleases,  and  pay  for 
it  himself ;  and  it  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  IV.  that  the 
payment  of  Three-pence  per  month  (which  is  usually  the  amount  of 
Spending  Money )  by  a  Member,  of  the  age  of  38,  would  secure  the 
sum  of  Six  Pounds  at  his  death  to  his  widow  and  family.
